A POLITICAL HOAX DEFEATED 
] 


The activities of university students today are com- 


ing under an ever increasing degree of public scrutiny. 
Unpleasant as it may seem they are being watched. 
The great majority of American people still look 
upon a university as a place where too many things 
are Jearned by the students which are not in text 
books. Students are supposed to be radical, morally 
and intellectually. The out-side world feels the re- 
sponsibility of watching and waiting with a diligent 
eye the every move of the university body. University 
scandal apparently has as much of a lure to the read- 
ers of our newspapers as have the political affairs at 
Washington. 
Some of the attacks are vicious, some 


arc ludicrous, and still others- have a modicum of 
merit. 
Books are^being written about the American 


college and about the things that go on therein. All 
these things mold public opinion. They worry the 
fathers and mothers of college students, they perturb 
legislatures, and they amuee the students themselves. 


Northwestern students are dubbed "pinks" in a 


banner head in the Chicago Tribune because they 
have within their limits a movement for the establish- 
ment of a permanent world peace. How little atten- 
tion the Tribune would pay to the signing of such a 
pledge as the Northwestern students signed were the 
signers living in some remote community. 
Here in 


our .own university when two girls are asked to leave 


. school for the visiting of a, roadhouM it receives front 


page comment in the city papers and is copied 
throughout the state. Thousands of girls visit road- 
houses without this publicity but they are not .univer- 
sity women. At every opportunity any disgraceful 
action on the part of students is grasped by the press 
for its hungry readers, who gasp amazed and who in 
their conoprn. for the welfare for university people 
completely overlook the licentiousness that goes on 
at their very doorsteps. 


Books such as Town and Gown and the more recent 


Plastic Age which portray to perfection the intemper- 
ate, the bawdry, cheap side of university.life pay very 
little attention to the good and the constructive think- 
ing that is going on in the universities at all times. 
They accentuate the immoral which is far in the 
minority and forget that universities turn out many 
more good men than they do bad; they forget that 
when thousands of youths are assembled together that 
their opinions we bound to differ from those people 
who have been absorbed by more normal living con- 
ditions. 


University people are subject to a different law than 


the average American. They are much more highly 
criticized. 
Out of a long ago overworked Idea hasi 


grown the conception that the university 
student 


should lift himself to a plane of morality above the 
average, and he has, and is striving to do that,•but 
he is only human, and the length to which'his faults 
arc carried and the publicity given his mistakes is 
absurd

Judge Stolen

Jndge Stolen declared that he is 


of the opinion that the search of 
the defendant's ahtom-bile was le- 
gal even though the 
automobile 


•vrai not described in the warrant. 
He says: 


"If the automobile could not be 


searched unless specifically describ- 
ed in the warrant, then it would 
follow that no other personal pro- 
perty found on the premises could 
be searched: such as dressers, bur- 
eaus, trunks, suit cases, unless spe- 
cifically described in the warrant- 


"To require a minute and exact 


description of the 'thing to be seiz- 
ed' in such cases would make the 
issuance of a valid search warrant 
both impossible and unnecessary — 
impossible because no person 
in 


possession of such information can 
be found who will sign a 
search 


warrant, and unnecessary because 
if such a person can be found he 
can be subpoenaed to testify to the 
facts without the issuance 
of 
a 


search warrant." 


Judge Stolen cites a number of 


cases decided in the U. S. supreme 
court, the inferior federal courts 
and state courts, to 
substanti- 


ate his reasonings. 
He points out 
that the courts 


have definitely that a complaint for 
the arrest of a person may b-2 is- 
sued upon information and belief, 
and then draws the following con- 
clusion:

A survey of all railroad cross- 


ings in Milwaukee county, looking 
toward safety measures, has been 
undertaken 
by the state railroad 


commission and may be followed 
by surveys in other counties of the 
state, it was said at the commis- 
sion today. The Milwaukee county 
investigation 
was undertaken 
at 


the request of the county board. 


It has been suggested that the 


commission 
undertake a crossing 


survey in each county in the state 
looking toward a classification of 
all crossings and improvements or 
changes where deemed 
necessary 


for public safety. 


Inspectors of the department are 


making inspections of each crossing 
in Milwaukee county. 
After the 


survey is completed, the commis- 
sion can order railroads to improve 
crossings as determined. Railroad 
commissioners today expressed fa- 
vor toward the plan of surveying 
crossings and said similar surveys 
in other countries probably would 
lead to elimination of many acci- 
dents.

such noints as elevation, curve, ap- 
proach, road construction and trees, 
embankments and other obstruc- 
tions.

State Leads 


to Warnings 


Vaccination Recommend- 


ed Mild Cases Appear 


;V 
In Wisconsin 


Prompted by the appeapanc* of 


virulent smallpox in Wticoniin the 
ttata board of health has issued the 
following statement: 


"During the past winter, Tirulent 


smallpox has appeared in various 
places in America. There have been 
a nuntber of eases 
in OntariD, 


whence it made its way across the 
border into the United States. In 
January it appeared in the vicinity 
of Duluth, Minn., where there were 
some deaths, and from 
Duluth 


there originated 
two "eases 
in 


northwestern Wisconsin, which in 
turn infected their immediate fam- 
ilies with a malignant type of the 
disease. 
Promp vaccination of ail 


exposures hedged it from further 
spread. 


"Tho mild type of smallpox has 


been prevalent in Wisconsin in re- 
cent years, and many people.havs 
become indifferent to it, so that 
vaccination has been neglected In 
many, communities. The character- 
istic history of smallpox is that of 
mild epidemics interspersed, with 
virulent and deadly types. The sit- 
uation at present is such that it 'S 
not unreasonable to expect further 
cases.' 


"Health officers are required to 
see that proper preventive meas- 
ures are taken, and as a voluntary 
measure 
vaccination 
is 
strongly 


recommended by tfcc state board .if 
health. 
There 
is 
no protection 


against smaJUpox, especially of the 
maliffnant type, except by timely 
vaccination." 


Kansas City, Mo., in 1921 1931 


166 lives from smallpox of malig- 
nant form, and in the same year 
Denver, Col., lost 46 lives.and New 
Orleans 39 from the same disease. 
Those epidemics were controlled by 
vaccination.
